vite the attention of Congress to the fact that 
the States of the Confederacy have great ueed 
of wany articles for State use which can only 
be obtained by importation. And the Legis«- 
latures of several of the States have made ap- 
propriations for the purpose of exporting 
cotton and other productions, and importing 
necessary articles for the use of the States, 
clothing, shoes, blankets and otber 
articles indispensably necessary to the coa 
fort of their troops in Confederite service, 
who frequently suffer from want of necessary 
articles which it is not at the time in the 
power ot the Confedc rate Government to fur- 
wish, exportations abd importations 
are te be made by the Governors of the States, 
under the anthority of the Legislatures, at 
the risk and expense ot the States, upon ves- 
sels purchased or chartered for that purpose. 
The Governors of several of the States, in 
the execution of the acte of their State Lew- 
is!a'ures, have purchased or chartered steam- 
cfs preparatory to the expertation of cotton 
Which they have now on band as the prope - 
ty Of the States, th place funds abroad with 
Which fo purchase supplies, to be returned 
upon the vessels to Confederste ports for 
State use, At this point, they regret to say, 
that they are met by an order from the 8ce- 
retary of the Treasury. under the authority 
of the President, which prohicite the Cast..m 
House officer from granting clearance to ves- 
eels owned or chartered by the States with 
State cargoce, ome of which are now abroad, 
unless they.will consent to allow the Con- 
federate Government to use one-half the sto- 
rege room of their vessels upon terms which 
would cause actual loss to the States. Sur- 
Teunded by ali the embarrassmenta with 
whieh they heve to contend, they caunot con 
sent to this: and believing as they do that the 
cider bes grown ont ofan erroneous con- 
struction of the late act of Congress, which, 
as tbe) understood it, exempts the States 
from all the restrictions thrown around ex- 
and importetions made by private 
todiviouals or comp nies ; and feeling assured 
thet thost who represent the suvercivu 
States and people would fail to carry out the 
views or Wishes of the people or govern- 
mente of their respective States, if they 
should attempt by any law or regul ition to 
probibit the States trom the exportation of 
their own productions upon their own vee 
sels, Or such as they may charter for that 
parpoee, and the importation of such sup- 
plies asthey need, the undersigned appcai 
with confidence to Congress ta rewove said 
restriction, and enect sach laws as shall se- 
cite te ell vessels in the service of the States 
speedy clearances, upon application to the 
Custom House officers at the ports from
